Applicant's argument that Dings is not equivalent to comparing the new replication record to the current replication record and to break a 
copy pair for a removed source volume present in the current replication record, but not present in the new replication record. Dings does 
not teach comparing the new replication record to the current replication record. There is in fact no test taught in Dings related to breaking 
a copy pair. In addition. Dings does not teach breaking a copy pair for a removed source volume present in the current replication record, 
but not present in the new replication record. Applicants therefore submit that claims 1, 11. 17. 20. 30, 31, and 32 are allowable. 
Claims 1. 11, 17, 20, 30. 31. and 32 also include the limitation of creating "...a copy record from a pre-copy record, the pre-copy record 
comprising one of the current replication record and the future pre-pairing record..." Dings does not disclose creating a copy record from 
either the current replication record or the future pre-pairing. 

Dings does teaches comparing the new replication record to the current replication record in figures 22-25, in step 4000, the 
system obtains the original and replication storage characteristics for the pair and compares storage sizes for compatibility (col. 19. lines 
52-67; col. 3. lines 45-67; col. 4, line 1-20; col. 18, lines 1-10). 

Dings does teaches breaking a copy pair in figures 13, 6, the cleanup/dismount process begins in step in 1 100 as shown in FIG. 
13. The BCVs are dismounted from the target in step 1102 (col. 12. lines 20-26; col. 11, lines 5-9).. 
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
